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Water line problem 


upsets housing authority

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority (WHA) Monday 
night reacted in anger to "a whole 
slew of baldfaced lies" attributed to 
North Reading officials. Architect 
Michael Hicks, who is responsible 
for the design of the housing 
authority's new low-to-moderate- 
income homes, made the charges as 
he relayed his view of a meeting 
that morning between representa- 
tives from Wilmington and North 
Reading. 

The meeting was called to try to 
resolve differences over supplying 
water to four WHA homes under 
construction in the Lost Colony 
area. An incident June 5 triggered 
the meeting. At that time, the WHA 
contractor inadvertently cut into 
two older water lines while in the 
Process of excavating for new 
water piping for the four homes. 
There was some trouble over the 
response by North Reading but 
eventually, after phone calls to 
local and state officials, everything 
was brought under control. 
However, the tension between the 
two towns remained. 

Hicks claimed Monday night that 
North Reading officials lied at the 
joint meeting. 

"We got a song and dance about 
how innocent North Reading was. 
They said they didn't know the 
Project was going ahead. (They 
said) they were driving by and by 
chance saw the water main," said 
Hicks, He added that North Réading 
told the Wilmington contingent the 
WRA never requested the water tie 
in. Executive Director Lillian 
Buckley, who was present at the 
joint meeting along with Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski and 
Water Supt. Paul Duggan, said her 
board had requested the hook up. 

A few other facts emerged from 
the meeting. According to Hicks, 
North Reading officials said their 
board of selectmen has to approve 
every water connection and that 
approval was never forthcoming 
even as far back as two years ago. 
‘And North Reading, he added, is 
trying to tie the water hook up to a 
request for drainage on Burroughs 


Road, which he felt was an attempt 
to hold the project “hostage.” 

WRA Chairman Kevin McMillan 
was mad. "If they want to play 
dirty, we can rip out the main,” he 
said, explaining that water main 
supplies homes in North Reading. 
“If this was a private developer 
there wouldn't be a problem,"he 
added. 


Dan Gillis dismissed North 
Reading's attitude as “childish.” He 
seemed more concerned that 
Buckley was told not to bring her 
technical advisors to the meeting, 
even though North Reading was 
represented by their town manager, 
water department, and engineers. 
He also took exception to some 
‘statements made by Duggan. 

North Reading selectmen will 
vote on the water issue at their 
meeting Monday night. As 
requested by Stapezynski, Buckley 


will send a certified letter to that 
board formally requesting a tie in 
to their water supply. 

If approval is denied, Hicks told 
the WRA he would consider 
shutting down the project, “cutting 
our losses,"and charging North 
Reading any additional expenses. 
He claimed the project can't sustain 
a long delay over the issue and, 
with the state backing the WRA, 
“there are serious implications if 
they (North Reading officials) 
don't cooperate.”

‘The three other cars were owned 
by Alan Theriault of Wakefield, 
Gary Bibeau of South Street, 
Wilmington and Karen Cote of 
Derry, N.H. 

About an hour earlier, a tractor 
tailer was destroyed by fire at the 
Edison Bros. shoe warehouse on 
Industrial Way. The truck, which 
was half-loaded with shoes, was 
about to leave for St. Louis. The 
tractor unit was totally destroyed, 
and the trailer load of shoes was 
heavily damaged. 

‘The tractor was leased to the 
Wilmington Corporation, and the 
trailer was owned by Lily. The 
driver of the rig was Daniel Church 
of Pelham, N.H. 


Rocco proposes. bond

build scattered site single family 
homes quickly and sell them for 
$65,000 per modular home.

DePasquale suggested the town 
apply for a six and a half million 
dollar bond, as it did for the high 
school renovation project, and use 
the money to build and keep in its 
control approximately 100 homes. 
Though the homes would be 
scattered on parcels throughout the 
town, DePasquale said he had two 
specific sites in mind already: 
approximately 20 acres on 
Andover Street and approximately 
30 acres in South Wilmington. 

In order to make the program 
work, town meeting voters would 
first have to approve the funding. 
The proposal would also require 
the issuance of bonds, the involve- 
ment of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA), the involvement 
of the Executive Office of Commu- 
nities and Development (EOCD), 
and an override of Prop 2 and a 
half. 

The involvement of the WHA and 
EOCD would assure that the homes 
would count toward Wilmington's 
10 percent affordable housing goal 
set by the state. Since the town 
doesn't meet that goal, it is being 
forced to accept denser projects 
than town bylaws allow. At present, 
there are two such condominium 
developments under consideration, 
with more projected in the near 
future. Both builders, IMG and Jay 
Tighe, are seeking a comprehensive 
permit and funding under the 
Homeownership Opportunity Pro-

gram. Town officials have stated 
publicly such large projects negate 
the planning of the town and are not 
in keeping with the concept of 
single family homes. 

According to DePasquale, if 
voters approve the plan, “it will 
take the wolf away from the door” 
and show EOCD "we are not trying 
to prevent housing but (we) intend 
to build.” 

Though some residents may not 
be happy with homes near their 
property, said DePasquale, he 
recognized "we're going to have to 
compromise somewhere along the 
line.” He added he was prepared to 
lead the way to bring his plan to the 
attention of EOCD and town 
meeting voters. The plan was met 
with interest and offers of help 
from several residents in 


attendance.

Jay Tighe and his New Hampshire 
attorney Carol Rolf were put on the 
hot seat last Wednesday as 
approximately 40 residents and 
members of the Affordable 
Housing Task Force fired questions 
at them about Tighe's 414 unit 
condominium complex. The 
Project - Shawsheen River Estates - 
is proposed for 39 acres at the end 
of Reed Street. It will be developed 
by Third Avenue Realty Trust, 
under the Homeownership 


local boards to explain his ’project 
in an effort to gain friendly support 
before making his application for a 
comprehensive permit. 

The proposal calls for a mix of 
two and three bedroom townhouse 
and garden style apartments along 
the Shawsheen River. One hundred 
of the units will be “affordable,” 
said Rolf, with 50 being sold at 
$86,900 and 50 going to first time 
homebuyers for $110,000. The rest 
will sell at market value. 

The developer is allowing 860 
parking spaces and intends to place 
the units 30 feet from the nearest 
abutters.Tentative plans call for a 
sewer hookup from Lake Street 
down Hopkins Street, though it's 
possible to bring the sewer line in 
another way, said Rolf. The town, 
she added, has to apply for the 
necessary funds for the sewers. 

The sewer issue raised many 
questions from those present. Task 
Force chairman Jim Stewart 
pointed out that two years ago the 
board of selectmen proposed 
bringing the sewer down Lake 
Street to resolve a septic system 
problem at the Shawsheen School 
but were refused because the 
proposal didn't fit in with the sewer 
commissioner's master plan, When 
Tighe said commissioner's now 
have a new master plan, Rocco

DePasquale said he yas" very very 
curious” to know Awhy the plan 
changed. 

Harold Avenue resident Bob 
DiPalma said he was under the 
impression the commissioners 
didn't give blanket approval to the 
Hopkins Street hookup. What 
commissioners said was wait for 
the results of an engineering study 
and bring your checkbook, he 
added.

Buckley asked about local 
preference and filling some of the 
units under affirmative action 
guidelines.

proposal. The lots are located off 
Ohio Street. 

If the appeals board approves the 
idea, the lots would increase a 22 
home subdivision to 25 homes. 
Two of those homes would be 
offered for sale or rent to lower 
income families. The extra lot 
would be turned over to the 
developers for a market value 
home. 

As expected, with several town 
officials seeking the cooperation of 
local builders to provide lower 
priced homes, reaction was 
favorable. 

"Personally, I think it's an 
excellent deal for the town,” said 
task force chairman Jim Stewart. 
He added the state should look 
favorably on this type of proposal 
when it reviews the town's 
affordable housing situation. 

“This is the first breakthrough 
I've seen in a year,” said an 
enthusiastic Dan Gillis at his 
meeting Monday. "It sets a 
precedent and gives something for 
people to fall back on with all these 
condos and comprehensive plans,” 
he said, noting the approach is also 
consistent with town planning.

Selectmen, WRA seek united front 
in meeting on town center plans

Last Thursday's joint meeting 
between the Wilmington Redevel- 
opment Authority (WRA) and the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
was marked by a call for a united 
front as selectmen prepare to meet 
with DPW Commissioner Robert 
Tierney next Tuesday on the fate of 
the Town Center project. 

Though both parties, as well as 
center businessmen and home- 
owners, rehashed the DPW's design 
of the Burlington Avenue Bridge 
and connecting roadways at length, 
nothing new came, out of the 
smeeting. With three of the five 
selectmen absent, it was decided 
that another work session might be 
necessary before the 23rd to 
address common concerns. 

“It's my understanding this is the 
last shot this town has, "said 
selectmen chairman Robert Cain, 
who deplored the mixed signals the 
state-has been receiving from the 
town. Cain seemed pleased with the 
State's design, saying it addressed 
both the safety issue of the bridge as 
well as traffic congestion through- 
out Wilmington. He said a primary 
concern of his was to get traffic off 
the side streets, where so many 
residents drive to avoid the 
bottleneck at town center, and back

onto Route 38. He added his board 
must concern itself with what is 
best for the whole town, not just the 
vested interests of those affected in 
the center area. 

Selectman Michael McCoy took 
‘an opposing view saying unless the 
DPW makes "a dramatic change" in 
the plan, he was still against the 
project. At the hearing, McCoy was 
one of the more outspoken against 
the state design. He said Thursday 
he was in favor of widening the 
gton Avenue Bridge for 
visibility.and addressing the safety 
aspect of all town bridges. 

Bill Doyle, owner of Church 
Street Hardware, said even if the 
bridge only option is the only one 
adopted, town center would still be 
disrupted. WRA member Nicki 
Johnson concurred, pointing to the 
“upheaval” which would be caused 
by detours and the reconstruction 
of roads, 

‘A few of those present questioned 
the need for the project at all. They 
suggested a referendum vote be 
taken to allow all residents a say in 
the project. Whatever happens, said 
Doyle, selectmen should present a 
united front to the state next week. 
Others agreed. 

Fran Mauriello of Diamond 


Crystal Salt spoke of his frustration 
with representatives of the DPW, 
who refused to make a small change 
in their plan to accomodate his 
company. 

"There has been no working 
together, no nothing. We tried 
recommendations, we tried every- 
thing to get to this stage...it’s just so, 
mind boggling, "he said At: the 
same time he praised members of 
the redevelopment authority 
saying, "you tried so hard. You've 
been close to us and tried to help." 

'WRA members said their position 
— that some changes should be made 
to the DPW plan — had been 
consistent from the start. They said 
because time was of the essence, 
they were prepared to go ahead 
with their feasibility study on town 
center and hoped an advisory group 
of citizens most affected by the 
project could be set up soon. 

"We have to address this problem 
in a constructive manner, not throw 
up our hands and say it's going to 
take five feet off my property,” 
said WRA member Carl Backman 
He assured those present that his 
board is "still trying to maintain 
Wilmington's small town 
atmosphere.” 


Conservation guidelines 
confusing, maybe costly 


To the average person it is a 
confusing document. Many words 
occur which are beyond the 
common understanding. 

Published by the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission, after a 
vote made in a regular meeting on 
May 27 of this year, it is a guideline 
entitled "Wetland Replication." The 
main source is the result of the 
proceedings of a workshop held in 
the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst on September 29-30 of 
1986. 

It is a guideline for persons 
planning to construct homes,or do 
other work, in lands bordering 
wetlands. It uses current scientific 
technology, which helps to confuse 
the average individual. 

Erich Nitzsche, civil engineer, 
seems to have been the first to have 
had troubles with the wording of 
the guideline. He had been called 
upon to survey a lot of land off 
Shawsheen Avenue, at Houghton

Road. Erich has been quoted as 
saying that, to conform to 
guidelines could cost the owner of a 


houselot, with 500 square feet of 


water, as much as $20, 000. 

For a person with 10 lots of land, 
that cost can be divided among the 
lots, says Erich. For a person with 
one lot of land, that cost would be 
very, very expensive. 

The reason? The cost of hiring 
competent persons to describe the 
vegetation, the soils, the hydrology, 
and the water quality of the site of 
the proposed work. In many 
instances college education, it 
seems, is necessary. 

Elizabeth Sabounjian, the 
Conservation Commissioner for 
the Town of Wilmington, does not 
to view the Wetland 
Replication study as a seridus 
problem for the average individual. 
The lady emphasizes that it is a 
"guideline."

Dear Larz: 

We are writing to express our 
concerns over a proposal under the 
Chapter 774 law being made by 
Mr. Jay Tighe to build 400 
condominiums on land in a 
particular section of the Town of 
Wilmington that was once a mink 
farm. We are strongly opposed to 
Mr. Tighe's proposal for the 
following reasons: 

1. The condominiums are 
proposed to be built in a residential 
area. Chapter 774 forces towns to 
accept high density projects not 
suited for residential neighbor- 
hoods. 

2. The Chapter 774 law is 
one-sided and bypasses the town 
meeting where town residents 
would normally have an 
opportunity to participate in the 
decision making process for 
proposals affecting the town. 

3. Wilmington is presently 
working toward putting affordable 
homes on town owned or donated 
land. The town has established a 
task force and a non-profit 
corporation working toward this 
end. Out of 20 neighboring 
communities, Wilmington is fourth 
in meeting our state affordable 
housing goal. These efforts should 
be allowed to be brought to a 
successful conclusion, without 
being unnecessarily delayed and 
potentially confused by Mr. Tighe's 
proposal. 

4. The proposed site abuts the 
Shawsheen River and includes 
wetlands and a flood plain. We are 
very concerned with the 
environmental and conservation 
impact and water pollution such a 
development would lead to. 

5. The site is behind Shawsheen 
(elementary) School. Such a 
development would have an 
enormous impact on the schools, 
traffic, town services, sewer, 
water, as well as aggravating 
drainage problems. Wilmington is 
already under a ban on all outside 
watering. Obviously, the capacity 
of the Wilmington water supply is 
already stretched to it limit, Adding 
400 condominiums could only 
make an already bad situation 
considerably worse. Also, as 
parents of three children (two 
preschoolers’ and a student at 
Shawsheen School), we are very 
concerned about the effect on the 
quality of education and 
transportation safety should these 
400 condominiums be built. With 
many more children entering our 
available schools, the teachers will 
not be able to give each student the 
attention needed for a ter 
education. Also, traffic will 
increase throughout the town 
reducing the safety for those 
children who walk to school and

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Teachers charge delaying tactics in transfer grievances

The executive board of the 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
(WTA) called for a speeding up of 
the grievance process of eight 
teachers being transferred involun- 
tarily in the fall. 

According to WTA President 
Mathew Joyce, the board met 
Monday and expressed disatis- 
faction with the way administrators 
and the Wilmington School 
Committee have been "dragging 
their feet" on the individual 
grievances of teachers Frank 
Birmingham, Robert Boucher, 
Alan Fessenden, Betsy Flight- 
Grecoe, Sylvia Milanese, Judith 
Nowak, William Peabody, and 
Robert Young. The board, said 
Joyce, feared the arbitration could 
extend into the next school year if 
action isn’t taken soon, and the 
teachers could be placed in the very 
Positions they're trying to avoid. 

The board, said Joyce, was also 
concerned with the lack of 
information being passed on to the 
public, 

"What we see happening is no one 
is making an effort to inform the 
public on anything, "he said. 

The total number of teachers 


being transferred or reassigned on 
either a voluntary or involuntary 
basis now numbers 57 with more 
predicted in the near future, Of 
those 57, 13 are being moved from 
the Woburn Street School either to 
new positions at the same school or 
another school; 12 are being moved 
from the Shawsheen School; 10 are 
being moved from the Wildwood 
School; nine are being moved from 
the West Intermediate; eight are 
being moved from the North 
Intermediate; and six are being 
moved from the high school. 
Several of the teachers work at two 
schools. 

The grieving teachers are 
currently in the third level of the 
grievance process outlined in their 
contract. They have already gone to 
their building principal and Supt 
Robert Horan and now have 
approximately two weeks left to 
meet with school committee 
members, who received the 
grievances last Monday. The 
teachers will reportedly seek an 
arbitrator through the Massa- 
chusetts Labor Relations Board if 
the issue is not resolved by July. 

School committee Chairman 
Tony Accardi said Tuesday his 


board definitely plans to meet with 
the teachers on “an individual 
basis" before the alloted time is up. 

When asked how he felt, 
personally, about the transfers, 
Accardi said besides being 
necessary with the sixth grade 
reorganization, he felt Horan was 
transferring many teachers to 
improve the system. 

“Remember, the ultimate purpose 
is the betterment of the system.The 
committee is putting its faith in our 
educational leader. We don't know 
the system as well as he does. The 
teachers are right now second 
guessing him. How can they do 
that?" he asked. 

Accardi questioned whether the 
eight teachers were concerned with 
improving the system of 
“improving their lot." He 
speculated that several of the long- 
time teachers might have been 
ready and even recommended for 
"a change of environment.” He 
went on to assure parents and 
students "no program will suffer” 


because of staff movement within 
the system.

Robert Boucher, a reading 
specialist who spent six years at the 
Woburn Street School and the last 
six at Wilmington High School, is 
slated for transfer to the West 
Intermediate. He called the whole 
transfer issue "devastating." 

“I just cannot see any logic or 
reason why these transfers have 
been made,” he said, adding "We 
were told it's the reorganization 
and we were chosen because of our 
experience. But when two 
experienced teachers, each doing 
well in their own positions, switch 
places, I can't see the justification in 
that. Alll it did was make two people 
very unhappy,"he said. 

“Most teachers,"he added,"would 
rather remain where they are. You 
need good rapport (with students) 
and that rapport takes years to build 
up,” he contended. 

Boucher, who is the grievance 
Tepresentative for the secondary 
schools, said some of the trans- 
ferred teachers have cause for 
grievance but because the move was 
small, they didn't bother going 
through the grievance process. 

Boucher accused administrators 
and committeemen of using delay 
tactics in meeting with grieving 
teachers and holding on to the 
grievances the full time legally 
allowed under the contract. 

"We've been very careful to 
follow the process,” he said, 
adding, "I really don't know what 
to expect. I'm hopeful. And no

matter what the outcome, I'm sure

a situation at the junior high.” He 
also expressed many of the same 
feelings Boucher did about delay 
tactics on the part of administrators 
and committeemen.

Dear Larz: 

Your recent story on the Persian 
Gulf brought back memories and 
conjured many incidents of the 
past. 

It was on June 10, 1945 that I left 
Iran after serving there for two 
years and four months with the 
Persian Gulf Command. Our job 
was tO transport supplies to the 
Russians, as you presented in your 
article. Not many people know that 
there were about 30,000 U.S. 
personnel there whose job was to 
transport supplies of all kinds, 
ammunition, planes, trucks (which 
were assembled in Khorramshahr) 
plus the best of foods. While we 
“feasted” on Spam, our trucks were 
shipping canned chicken to the 
Russians along with even fresh fish, 
refrigerated, to the Russians. 

The American supply line 
extended from Khorramshahr near 
the Persian Gulf, northward to 
Tabriz where the Russians would 
take over with their trucks (which 

‘identally were trucks that the 

S.A. had given them in past two 
years to help their drive against the 
Nazis.) 

Also an airplane assembly plant 
‘was put into operation at Abadan 
and two truck assembly plants, one 
each at Andimeshk, and one at 
Khorramshahr. Over four and a 
half millions of food, supplies and 
war materials were delivered to the 
Russians, 

The Russians have always been 
reluctant to acknowledge our 
assistance. They wanted the people 
around the world to think that they 
had won their war against the Nazis 
with super efforts. 

With temperatures hovering 
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from 100 to 120 in May, 1943, my 


first in Andimeshk, 
temperatures rose to 168 on August 
23. The hottest day in Iran was 
August 25, 1945 when the 
temperature hit 171. 

Seven miles from Andimeshk, in 
the southern desert, was a town 
called Dizful. (We used to call it 
dismal.) Robert Ripley in his 
“Believe It or Not "rated the town 
of Dizful as the hottest place in the 
world. But GI's at the command of 
some of their officers were made to 
wear ties at meals. Finally one 
general decided that it was rather 
foolish to wear ties in a mess hall 
where the temperature was around 
90 degrees. We didn't have the 
aircoolers that the officers had. 

Each year members of the 
Persian Gulf Command meet for a 
reunion, This year, in May, it was 
held at Phoenix, Arizona, When 
President Franklin D, Roosevelt 
met with allied leaders in Tehran he 
noted that the country reminded 
him “of waking up in Arizona.” 

When we arrived that 22nd day of 
May, 1943 in Iran, the temperature 
was 95, one of the six days in May 
that the temperature was below 
100! 

We had gone through many 
sandstorms, dysentery, malaria, 
and strange fevers that the army 
doctors had no name for, but 
somehow the job got done.

cable TV access corporation got 
underway at an initial meeting 
Tuesday night with all but one 
member in attendance.

"The most important 
thing is to guarantee our 
educational and non-profit status,” 
she said. Members agreed at their 
next meeting, hopefully in two 
weeks, they would meet with 
Epstein and formulate some bylaws 
for their organization. 

A good part of the meeting was 
devoted to signing up for various 
sub-committees outlined on the 
agenda. These committees included 
studio design, bylaw committee, 
production planning committee,

corporate manager to oversee 
operations. Beverly Shea told how 
a manager helped turn the 
Wilmington Community Schools 
around.

SSI Medicaid 

We have been getting many 
questions on SSI and Medicaid. SSI 
is a supplement check to a person's 
Social Security check. To qualify 
for SSI a single person's countable 
monthly income cannot exceed 
$340 or $510 for a couple. A single 
person may have up to $1800 in 
resources and a couple $2700.- 


Resources not counted are those 
considered essential to a person's 
support such as a home, under 
certain circimstances a car, funds 
set aside for burial. Also $20.00 of 
all countable income is not counted. 
Only one half of earnings over $65. 
a month are counted. If a person 
has no income other than earning 
earning $85. plus one half of the 
amount over $85 are not counted. 

Even if you are over the amount 
stated you still may qualify for a 
few dollars in SSI benefits. 

If so you will also qualify for 
Medicaid. Medicaid should not be 
confused with Medicare.(Medicare 
is the medical coverage you receive 
when you first receive your Social 
Security check at the age of 65. It 
covers 80 percent of all medical 
bills: To cover the remaining 20 
percent you should have a 
supplement policy.) Medicaid is 
completely different. If you qualify 
for it you receive all your medical 
care free of charge. That also 
includes prescriptions and nursing 
homes or in-home care. It will be to 
your advantage if you feel you can 
qualify to call the Social Security 
office in Lowell.

Bill Conlon 

Is a tackle box really worth the 
effort to lug into the boonies? 

Great-grandpa used to dig up a 
tobacco can's worth of garden 
worms, tie a pin to a stick, and 
stroll off to ye olde fishin’ hole for 
an afternoon of productive idle- 
ness, Whata life... ! 

Today, however, you need at least 
an overnight bag to carry all your 
angling accoutrements. It's plain 
impossible to go fishing without at 
least a metric half-ton of lures. 

Or is it? 

My stepson and I differ when it 
comes to lures and tackle boxes. He 
uses everything he brings, while I 
usually bring everything, period. 

Like the rubber leech. God alone 

can remember where I got it. It's 
about four inches long, with a strip 
of lead in the tail and an unusual 
wiggle. It hasn't left the box in 
years, and I dread letting anyone 
peek into the box for fear they'll 
ask what itis. 
The same goes for my three- 
quarter-ounce scoop-headed jig 
with the wiggly action. If the fish 
are ever eating huge wiggly things, 
I'm golden, It too has never been 
used, except for testing. 

Yet another of my favorite “box- 
squatters” is Dad's artificial mouse. 
This gem is made of wood, with a 
leather tail and a coat of chipped 
black paint. Dad swore that huge 
bass hang around old docks after 
dark, watching for mice. The 
mouse is hauled out at least once 
every summer, and that's it. 

My stepson, Jon, at the other end 
of the spectrum, puts his box to 
good use. (Well, sort of...) If Jon's 
first lure doesn't produce results 
quickly enough, he's off to the 
races. He often "runs the box,” 
using every lure at least once in a 
three-hour outing. 

Jon, in fact, no longer ties lures 
directly to the line. His first item of 
terminal tackle is a snap swivel, 
which allows him to change lures 
frequently. Very frequently. 

Sometimes, for amusement sake, 
1 keep count of how many casts Jon 
makes before changing lures. 
Three heaves is the average, but 
single-dippers aren't uncommon. 

Take the rubber crawfish. Jon 
loves it, so it will occasionally see 
up to five casts before retirement. 
‘The same goes for the Florida-sized 
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Spinnerbait, with two dangling 
spinners big enough for eating 
soup. Again, five casts max. 

So, while I bring fifty lures and 
use three, Jon brings forty (he's 
still young) and uses all of them. In 
short, we're both wrong. 

The moral of the story is simple: 
Instead of a steamer-trunk full of 
lures, pick three good lures that 
you can use well -- and take nothing 
else along. If you can't catch fish 
with (a) a floating Rapala, (b) a 
black Jitterbug or (c) a red rubber 
worm, you may be in trouble. 

‘The alternative is to carry around 
a stupid-looking rubber leech for 
the rest of your days. 

It's a horrible fate.

Along with tigers, of course, 
at any time, comes any sizable 
zoo's population of lions and 
bears. And yet if Dorothy and 
her friends were traveling the 
forest today en route to the 
Emerald City, chances are very 
slim they would need to fear the 
appearance - of a Siberian 
tiger, at least. There may be 
fewer than 300 of the 
magnificent felines left on earth 
at the moment. 

In addition to the Siberian 
tiger, the emphasis Sunday 
included seven other Stone- 
resident species that are being 
pushed to the vanishing point. 

Among them: the mouflon, a 
wild sheep native to Sardinia 
and Corsica; the Sika deer of 
Asia; the lowland gorilla; the

You may also get the chance 
to observe the orang-utans 
wrapping themselves in paper 
or flossing their teeth. 

The word orang-utan (whose 
zoologizal name is the 
irresistible “pongo pygmaeus 
pygmaeus”) means “man of 
the forest" — but it is Betty, the 
long-time resident female orang 
at Stone who probably provides 
the most stories and legends, 
according to Stone Research 
and Education Director 
Deborah Schildkraut. 

Orang-utans are solitary apes 
~ except during the mating 
season. It is then that Betty has 
been known to pluck a single 
Jong strand of hair from the coat 
of her mate, Stanley, and apply 
it with obvious gusto and en- 
joyment between her teeth. And 
who knows? Obtaining the hairs 
may even be the chief reason 
she looks forward to mating 
Season since Stanley's hair - 
not her own -- seems to be her 
floss of preference. 

The fun at Stone is obvious 
and easy ~- from an amazing 
rear-shot of the polar bear, his 
legs splayed like any sleeping 
dog’s — to the beauty of the 
lamas ~ the howling and 
yowling of the more vociferous 
monkeys — the sleek and 
huggable heads of the fish- 
loving sea lions — the view from 
the height at the Crow's Nest 
and a tour of the free flight 
aviary, one of the largest in the 
United States, which includes 
the beauty of 100 species of 
exotic birds and a variety of 
tropic plants. 

But Stone also provides 
education — in volunteer op- 
portunities and training 
Programs which offer, ac- 
cording to Zoo Education 
staffer Elizabeth Cotter, a 
tangible and exciting means to 
help do something about habitat 
destruction and lend an assist to 
all of the species which share 
the earth with us. For in- 
formation about volunteer

The need for attention to 
vanishing species was stressed 
most strongly, perhaps, by 
zookeeper Jane Layton of 
Medford: 

“It’s important that people 
are really conscious that 
animals are in serious trouble. 
It’s going to take a lot to change 
that - and everyone's help.” 

A visit to the Stone Zoo ~ 
partaking both of its fun and of 
its very serious message - can 
be a start towards that help.
